for  a  class  wild  and  free

"We're  wild,  we're  free,  we're  the  Class  of  '83!" 
In  September  1979,  that  was  the  attitude 
adopted  by  the  freshman  class  of  Grafton  High 
School.  The  following  four  years  proved  that 
saying  to  be  appropriate  for  this  unique  class.  From 
the  wildly  enthusiastic  pep  rallies  to  the  freedom 
experienced  during  Spring  Fling  Week,  Grafton's 
Class  of  '83  has  demonstrated  ingenuity,  spirit, 
pride,  maturity,  and  creativity. 

For  other  classes,  freshman  year  is  characterized 
by  confusion  and  a  reluctance  to  participate  in 
school  activities,  but  this  was  not  the  case  for  the 
Class  of  '83.
